County Assessor Philip E. 
Watson has announced that 
complete lists of all changes 
in real property assessments 
will be published in com 
munity newspapers through¬ 
out Los Angeles County. 

The publications are sche¬ 
duled for the week of Au¬ 
gust 2 - 8. 

Watson points out that the 
publication serves a dual 
purpose. It not only notifies 
property owners of any 
change in assessed valua¬ 
tion of their properties, but 
also it permits them to 
compare their now valuation 
with the new valuations 
placed on neighboring prop¬ 
erties. 

In addition to the publi¬ 
cation of changed assess¬ 
ments, a full publication of 
all real property valuations 
within certain boundari c s 
will be made in selected 
areas of the county. 

Watson ha.s provided this 
"public audit” of his depart¬ 
ment’s real property assess¬ 
ments since 1964 when he 
became the first California 
assessor to adopt a policy of 
full disclosure of assess¬ 
ment information. Prior to 


that time property owners 
could compare their assess¬ 
ments with thoes made on 
surrounding properties only 
by taking time off during 
the week to travel to the 
assessor’s office and then 
making a tedious search 
through official records. 

It is suggested that prop¬ 
erty owners save copies of 
these newspaper publica¬ 
tions as permanent records.

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that more than 
$53.5 million was released 
this week to California cities 
and counties in the July dis¬ 
tribution of local sales and 
use tax funds. The funds 
represent the second ad¬ 
vance payment for the sec¬ 
ond quarter 1976. 

, The bulk of the funds 
comes from the Bradley 
Burns one per cent sales and 
use tax to cities and coun¬ 
ties, with $34.9 million go¬ 
ing to cities and $6.1 mil¬ 
lion to counties for a total 
of $41 million. 

A total of $10.2 million 
from the one quarter per 
cent local sales and use tax 
will be paid to the counties 
for the local transportation 
fund. 

The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District 
I BART) will receive $2.3 
million fre-m the additional 
one-half per cent sales tax 
paid in Ihc BART counties 
of San Francisco, Alameda, 
and Contra Costa. 

The City of Sierra Madre 
will receive $4,250 as its 
share of the $34.9 million 
and the county of Los An¬ 
geles will receive $1,050,000 
plus $3,662,500 from the one 
quarter per cent county lo¬ 
cal transportation fund. 

The Board of Equalization 
administers the six per cent 
sales and use tax (6% per 
rent in BART counties), 4')i 
per cent of which gees to 
the state and 1/4 per cent to 
the cities and ewanties.

Several facts have come 
out lately. One of them is 
that If you have a lump¬ 
sum distribution from a 
qualified Individual Retire¬ 
ment Plan (IRA), you can 
reinvest the amount in a 
new qualified plan within 
one year as a tax-free roll¬ 
over. The qualifiers are that 
the plan was discontinued 
and that the balance was 
the employee’s credit with 
the Account. This is impor¬ 
tant when the emplcying 
firm is sold and the em¬ 
ployee becomes employed by 
.the buyer and the new 
firm does not wish to con¬ 
tinue the old plan. It kind of 
helps with planning for yocir 
future when seme things are 
outside your ability to con¬ 
trol. 

Next fact is that, in a sit¬ 
uation where child support 
is in question, the expense 
of a wedding is a part of 
the child support, if the 
child does not file a joint 
return. We feel thab this is 
only fair, especially where 
young people are married, 
but still supported by the 
parents. Of course, behind 
this ruling is the basic in¬ 
come quallficati on that 
would allow claiming the 
youngster as an exemption.

Next fact! If you have a 
casualty loss in one year 
and the insurance company 
pays in the next, the casual¬ 
ty loss is entered on the re¬ 
turn in -the year of loss, hut 
the reimbursement must be 
picked up as income when 
the pay-off comes. ITie im¬ 
portant thing here is that 
if you have a gain over and 
above whatever was the 
basis in the lost property, 
you take the gain in that 
year and if it is a capital 
item, you can claim capital 
gains treatment. Remember, 
a long time capital gain is 
anything that you hold' for 
six months plus one day or 
more.

Letter To the Editor 


Dear fJdltor: 

Several years ago I r*n 
into you cm the street In 
Sierra Madre add it was 
plain to see, I was agitated 
with a serious problem . . .

Corps Scholarship 'Training 
programs. Any tuition and 
stipend payments made af¬ 
ter December 31, 1975 will 
now be includable as in¬ 
come. Then, the payments 
made to those training for 
a job with the IRS ^ are to 
be fully inludable as income. 
There is a ixjssibility that 
the Health Service Prog 
grams can be saved from 
such a fate, but only if 
Congress gets off the dime. 
They haven’t at this read¬ 
ing. This is a shame, really. 
The purpose of the Health 
Programs was to open the 
health fields to those quali¬ 
fied who could not other¬ 
wise afford the training. 

’Nother fact! It seems that 
any legal expense incurred 
in contesting a tax liability 
is a deductible item (the 
principle of defense of in¬ 
come). Just another incen¬ 
tive to appeal a tax audit, 
if you are right. 

New fact! Maybe you can 
remember those taxpayers 
who went to Haitii to get a 
divorce in December and 
then remarried in January 
in order to take advantage 
of the separate return pro¬ 
visions of the law. Well, the 
IRS has stated that it will 
hold that the taxpayers 
were married all the tim.e 
and that the divorce - re¬ 
marriage was only a sub¬ 


terfuge to avoid taxes. We 
all know that using an exist¬ 
ing law to avoid paying 
taxes is a no-no. After all, 
those laws, and the Internal 
Revenue Code to administer 
them, is for the Service to 
be able to collect, not for 
someone to be able to avoid 
taxation. We’re not talking 
about evasion, only about 
avoidance. ’The only real 
difference In an arrange¬ 
ment of divorce - remar¬ 
riage would be in the use 
of the standard deductions. 
By going through the quic- 
kee action, the difference is 


about $2000 in deductions, 
on which the tax couldn’t 
be too nwch. Not when com¬ 
pared to some off • shore 
holding Investments which 
the Service can’t seem to 
regulate or to investigate 
because an Investigat i o n 
can’t seem to get past the 
upper echelons of the Ser¬ 
vice.
